The pages of Sacred history are 
aglow with the record of vivid dramat­ 
ic scenes—scenes of love and hate; 
scenes of peace and war; scenes in 
which pride and passion ru led with 
an iron hand; scenes in which heroic 
generou s sou ls went down in carnage 
and blood; scenes in which victory 
perched u pon the banners of brave 
men

Not the least of these sangu inary 
conflicts between the embattled hosts 
of God and Satin—between the forces 
of good and the forces of evil—are 
those recorded in the book of Esther.

The national capital had 
been removed from Babylon to Shu - 
shan, 125 miles north of the Persian 
gu lf, and abou t 200 miles from Baby­ 
lon. 
The kingdom of 
Xerxes extended 
over nearly the w^hole of Asia. Egypt 
was promptly su bdu ed, and, flu shed 
with victory, and with the thou ght of 
the greatness 
of 
his 
empire, the 
hau ghty, imperiou s king aspired fo 
ru le the world. 
Before proceeding on an expedition 
to overthrow’ Greece, he made a great 
feast, and called together the nobles, 
the princes, and the great men of the 
empire. 
This feast lasted 180 days, 
at the expiration of which 'The king 
made a feast nnto all the people, both 
great and small, that were present in 
Shu shan.” 
This feast lasted bu t seven days, and 
"on the seventh day, when the heart 
of the king was merry with wine, he 
sent a message to Qu een Vashti, re­ 
qu iring her to appear before the king 
with the crown 
royal, to showr the 
people and the princes her beau ty;” 
thu s digging the grave of her ow’n self 
respect, and "ou traging the most sa­ 
cred rites of Oriental etiqu ette." 
Swiftly, u nhesitatingly came the re­ 
fu sal, and the anger of the king was 
so hot that Vashti was deposed from 
being qu een. 
Then the king made a 
decree that thou ghou t the length and 
breadth of the 
realm 
"every man 
shou ld bear ru le in his ow’n hou se.” 
In the invasion of Greece, with a 
great army of at least a million and a 
half of men, and a navy of not less 
than one 
thou sand 
vessels, Xerxes 
su ffered a most disastrou s defeat. His 
ships were destroyed or captu red, and 
on the homeward march the ragged 
reninant of that once powerfu l army— 
that for fou r years had thu ndered at 
the gates of a brave and resolu te peo­ 
ple—nu mbered bu t 5,000 men. 
And 
this is war! 
Wicked, 
cru el war!

will I go in u nto the king, which is 
not according to the law, and if I 
perish, I perish.” 


Now’, mark the resu lt. "And it was 
so. 
WTien the king saw Esther, the 
qu een, standing in the cou rt, that she 
obtained favor in his sight; and the 
king held ou t to Esther the golden 
scepter that was in his hand.” 
"So Esther drew near and tou ched 
the top of the scepter. Then said the 
king u nto her, "W hat wilt thou . Qu een 
Esther? and w’hat is thy requ est? It 
shall be even given thee to the half 
of (he kingdom.”

With blanched cheek and dowm- 
cast eye, Haman goes ou t from the 
presence of the king to do his bidding; 
bu t there looms u p before his dazed 
vision a black clou d 
of impending 
doom. 
And now the final scene hastens to 
a close. 
Qu een Esther, with match­ 
less skill, plans to ensnare Haman, 
and bnry him in the same grave that 
he had du g 
for 
Mordecai and the 
hu ndreds of thou sands 
of her own 
people. 
She prepares a special enter­ 
tainment or banqu et, 
to which the 
king and Haman alone are invited. At 
this banqu et she calls the attention of 
the king to the plot of Haman to de­ 
stroy her people, and asks for deliver­ 
ance. 
Then, in a tow’ering rage, the king 
strolled ou t into the palace garden, 
leaving Esther and Haman alone to- 


sou th of town, and razed the old two- 
story bu ilding to bu ild on the same 
site.

Adv ancing years do not always un­ 
fit a man for splendid sea serv ice.

Dewey himself was 
nearly 61 when he crushed the Spanish 
fleet at Manila. 
But for obv ious rea­ 
sons the admiral of 45, if he has had 
a fair amount of experience as a fieet 
commander, is more likely to render 
effectiv e serv ice than a man of 60. 
Promotion in the American nav y is 
so slow that an officer does not attain 
the rank of admiral until it is almost 
time for him to be retired. 
He does 
not get to be a captain and hav e a 
little experience in that capacity un­ 
til he has reached the age at which 
Togo found himself an admiral. 
If 
the United States were to he plunged 
into war at this 
moment 
the nav y 
would go into the fight with admirals 
nearly the age limit and captains who 
hav e not had opportunities to maneu­ 
v er squadrons. 
Admiral Dewey deplores this condi­ 
tion of things but does not suggest 
any specific remedy. The simple rem­ 
edy is to make promotions more rapid 
by retiring officers sooner than they 
are retired now. 
That would add to 
the cost of the nav al establishment. 
While the junior officers in the ser­ 
v ice will approv e of early retirement, 
their seniors will not. 
As the latter 
hav e more influence 
with congress 
than the former, it is not likely to leg­ 
islate in the direction mentioned. 
The probabilities are that nothing 
will be done. 
If there should be a 
serious war and the older men. filling 
the higher grades, did not display spe­ 
cial fitness for their 
pos*tions, 
the 
presi lent would feel obliged to keep 
them on shore and to giv e to the ofli- 
cinls below them who had flispla>ei 
the greatest ability a chance to ^fs- 
tiiiguish themselv es. 
But it io mani­ 
festly better that the men who are in 
command when a war begins and the 
fir^t blows are to he struck should be 
in the prime of life, and should ’ av e 
had a number of ships under their 
command for some time, so that they 
had learned how to handle ♦'•em in 
battle.

Talc of an Old Landmark Which Wind 
Destroyed. 
Feb. 15, 1876 , was a sad day for lo­ 
cal historians in Boston, for the news­ 
papers annou nced the nex t day that 
at abou t 7 o’clock the prev iou s ev en­ 
ing the old elm on Boston common 
had been destroy ed by a great storm 
which swept ov er the city at that 
time, say s the Boston Bu dget. Many 
eu logies, both oral and written, were 
deliv ered on this most ancient of Bos­ 
ton’s landmarks, and it was realized 
that a connecting link with the remote 
past was gone forev er. 
It is not known when the tree be­ 
gan to grow, bu t an old Boston tradi­ 
tion was that the wife of Thomas 
Hancock, the eminent merchant, who 
was Ly dia Henchman before her mar­ 
riage, claimed that her grandfather. 
Hezekiah Henchman, planted the tree 
when he was a boy . This wou ld hav e 
made the tree ju st abou t 200 y ears 
old at the time of its destru ction. 
It is probable that sorce of the many 
persons on record as being pu blicly 
ex ecu ted on Boston common looked 
on the fair world for the last time 
when standing beneath its branches, 
for it was one of the largest, if not 
the largest, tree in the town, and it 
stood on the ou tskirts; and also in 
1722 it mu st hav e been a prominent 
object in Boston, for Bonner’s map of 
the town, pu blished 
in 
that 
y ear, 
shows it as a featu re. 
Dr. Jerome, V. C. Smith, may or of 
the city in 1854, showed his interest 
in the old elm by hav ing the tree care­ 
fu lly 
pru ned 
and 
cleaned, and he 
cau sed to be placed arou nd It an or­ 
namental 
iron 
fence, 
octagonal in 
shape. 
On the entrance gate was at­ 
tached an ov al tablet, bearing the fol­ 
lowing inscription: 
“The Old Elm.” 
“This tree has been standing here 
for an u nknown period. It Is believ ed 
to hav e ex isted before the settlement 
of Boston, being ftll grown in 17 32; 
ex hibited marks of old age In 179 2, 
and was nearly destroy ed by a storm 
In 1832. 
Protected by an iron Inclos- 
nre in 1854. 
“J. V. C. SMITH, May or.” 
Soon after the falling of the old elm 
a y ou ng tree of the same species was 
planted in the center of the incloa- 
u re. and to-day it has attained a large 
and stu rdy growth. 
Coming genera­ 
tions of Bostonians may be familiar 
with a second old elm on Boston Com­ 
mon, bu t It will alway s be the first 
old elm which witnessed, v ery pos­ 
sibly . the first settlement of Pu ritan 
Boston in 16 30.

A centenarian attribu ted his length 
of day s as being mainly du e to his 
capacity for sleeping sou ndly . It was 
not, he said, a qu estion of long sleep­ 
ing, for he rarely took more than elx 
or sev en hou rs. 
In this time or ev en 
less, he considers, a man can get all 
the rest he needs, prov ided his sleep 
is qu iet and refreshing. 
In this con­ 
nection it is worth notice that most 
long-liv ed people hav e 
been 
early 
risers, mainly as a resu lt of their 
sleeping well. 
A fru itfu l cau se of 
insomnia is fou nd in the case of per­ 
sons who, working late at night, shake 
off their fits of drowsiness, and by 
strong coffee or other stimu lants en­ 
deav or to keep awake. 
In time na­ 
tu re ex acts a terrible retribu tion for 
the defiance of her laws, and the of­ 
fender at last finds that he has mu r­ 
dered sleep so effectu ally that only 
the u se of narcotics will bring him 
rest.

The long distance service, which is 
y early becoming

factor in American business, is some­ 
thing the foreigner cannot compre­ 
hend at all.
